more than ever before many thousands of
acre ot sud corn will lie planted. Prices
are good in Dcs Moines, l'lonr in selling nt
$'.1 per barrel ; corn, tin cents ; putntnes fl ;

oats, CO ocnts. These high prices aro owing
to the Pike's Peak emigration more lhan
on thousand teams, carrying, per hops, live
thousand men, have passed over one of our
bridges since the 0Mjninfot spring. The
roads from lowa City, lturlington, kenkuk,
and .other points east to Council Hint!,
through our city, are lined with teams to the
gold diggings. The grass is coming on fine-
ly. Cuttle can now now live on the prairies.

GENEVA, May 1, 1859.
